Wheat Crop Will Be Sold Through 
the Canadian Wheat 
Board i 

This season’s wheat crop of Can- 
ada will be sold through a board, 
called the Canadian Wheat Board. 
This Board, which has been appoint- 
ed by the Dominion Government, has 
been instructed to buy all’the wheat 
in the terminal markets’ and resell it 
both in Canada and abroad. An ade 
ance is to be made to the farmer 
of the following minimum prices for 
his wheat on delivery. These prices 
are based on prices of grain ih store 
in Fort William or Port Arthur, and 
the difference between these and any 
higher prices that may subsequently 
be obtained will be “remitted to the 
farmer when the wheat is sold, as ex- 
plained below.

lith, 1918, the guns were hushed and 


glad tidings flashed across the world, there followed with the Nation’s 
Prayer of Thanksgiving, one yearning query, which found echo in the faster beat- 


ing hearts of wives, mothers, fathers, brothers, sisters and sweethearts.

ALBERTA 
RETURNED 
SOLDIERS’ 
COMMISION 


The Editor of the Review 
has been asked by the above Commis- 
sion to publish the following: (Which 
is done freely and with pleasure) Ed. 

One of the interesting features in 
the work of the Alberta Returned 
Soldiers Commission has been the dis- 
posal of deceased Soldiers effects. 

The Alberta Battalion had in their 
ranksa majority of men from the 
British Isles, A great number of these 
tnen were unmarried, without Next 
of Kin in Canada. During the early 
stages of the war these men were the 
first to enlist; not having relatives in 
Canada they packed their civilian 
possessions in trunks and boxes leav- 
ing them with friends and acquain- 
tances until their return, ‘but mauy 
will never return having given their 
lives for the Mother Country. Those 
trunks and boxes, in the vast majority 
of cases, are stillin Alberta and ow- 
| ing to the deceased soldier not having 
left the address of his Next of Kin 
with the person keeping the effects, 

The records of the A, R.S, C. show 
some interesting cases: 


The case of Pte. S.- is one in point; 
a trunk was left with a family in Cal- 
gary, it later being handed to the A, 
R.S,0, for disposal, no record of the 
Regimental Number of the deceased 
soldier was to be found, but on exaim- 
ining the trunk aud its contents a 
number of photographs were discov- 
ered, by a mere coincidence one was 
of a young lady with her name on th, 
| hack of the snapshot, The picture was 
taken on the platform ofa raitway in 
Scotland. in the background of the 
| photograph was a lamp post bearing 
the name of the Station, 
inumediately sent,to the young lady, 
addressed to the Town showp in the 
snapshot; a reply was received giving 
full particulars of Pte, S, enabled the 
office to dispatch the trunk, through 
the Military Authorities to the Next 
of Kin in Scotland 

Another case of interest was that of

Difficultie# of Getting Up Bars of 
_ Specie Are Imménse 

Londonderry. —A good many = ¢x- 
aggerated estimates have been put 
into circulation regarding the  suc- 
cess of the bullion salvaging oper- 
ations in connection with the steam- 
ship» Laurentic, which lies a few 
miles off the entrance to Lough 
Swilly. The facts are that of the 
$35,000,000 worth of specie which the 
liner was carr,ing to America when 
mined in January, 1917, probably 
Jess than $2,500,000 has been recov- 
ered. Of this about $1,250,000 was 
salved a year ago, when operations 
had to be suspended owing to Ger- 
man submarine activities. 

It is not so much the actual hook- 
ing up of the bars of gold that is 
difficult, as thevdealing with the hun- 
dreds of tons-of metal plates of the 
wreck, These have to be blown up 
with gelignite and shifted before the 
bullion can be reached. Each bar is 
worth about $6,000, and the recovery 
of two bars is reckoned a fair day's 
work, When a sufficient - consign- 
men has been got together it is 
sent in charge of a naval paymaster 
under a strotig escort to London, and 
at various points on the journey the 
officer is met by government officials, 
to whom he reports “all.safe,.”
